PROGRESS on Guildford Cathedral since 
1954, when the choir and transepts were 
finished, consists of building the nave and 
furnishing the church ready for services 
to be held.

Piccadilly Circus Redevelopment 


Sir William Holford's Latest Recommendations 


THE LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL’S roads and 
town planning committees have, as stated 
in our last issue, considered a further 
interim report by Sir William Holford, 
PRIBA, on the future development of 
Piccadilly Circus, in which he records the 
progress of his discussions with the vari- 
ous statutory authorities and the Royal 
Fine Art Commission. 

This report, say the committees in their 
report submitted to the Council on Tues- 
day (July 18), indicates that, so far as the 
general layout of the scheme is concerned, 
some adjustment and amendment to the 
original proposals is likely in the final 
scheme Sir William, however, it is 
stated, is in close touch with the archi- 
tects acting for the developers and owners 
and is optimistic that he could submit in 
the autumn a final layout for considera- 
tion by the Council to form a framework 
within which developers could operate 
and which would not depart from the 
main principles of his original concep 
tion 

Problems of Reconciliation 

His report indicates that there are still 
problems in reconciling the traditional 
role of the circus as a public centre of 
resort and entertainment—the hub of the 
Commonwealth as it has been romanti- 
cally described—with its character as a 
complex traffic intersection. The forma- 
tion of an underpass or flyover is not 
practicable here. It was therefore neces- 
sary to devise a surface level solution with 
the maximum possible channelling of 
vehicles and, as indicated above, Sir 
William proposed what is in effect a large 
rectangular roundabout. His scheme, 
with some minor adjustment, could give 
the intersection a small increase in traffic 
capacity. 

Sir William feels very strongly that any 
alternative giving greater increase in traffic 
capacity would be damaging to the 
scheme as he has hitherto conceived it, 
particularly as it must alter the character 
of the piazza shown in the provisional 
design. He argues that traffic considera- 
tions should not prejudice amenities and 
design in the redevelopment of Piccadilly 
Circus. He points out that if traffic im- 
provement is to be the cardinal con- 
sideration the measures that would need 
to be taken would be (to quote his words) 
‘hostile to most ideas about the preser- 
vation and growth of Piccadilly Circus

itself... He considers that if 
were carried to its 
‘pedestrians should be discouraged from 
coming into the circus at ground 
and any new facilities or attractions at 
that level should be kept outside it——par 
ticularly in Regent-street and Piccadilly, 
which have traditional shopping pave 
ments. In short, the only way in which 
Piccadilly Circus would then need to be 
made visually attractive would be from 
a distance or as seen from a vehicle; and 
as the object of this traffic exercise would 
be to increase speed and numbers and 
safety, the amount of satisfaction to be 
gained might not be worth the cost and 
trouble of redeveloping the circus at all.’ 

The proposals in Sir William’s pro 
visional scheme would ease traffic condi 
tions improvement by the separation of 
pedestrians from vehicles on three sides 
of the circus, the provision of escalators 
the subway and

to encourage the use of 
first-floor level pedestrian circulation sys 
tems, the provision of proper loading and 
unloading facilities in the new buildings, 
the closing of Glasshouse-street as an 
entry to the circus and the removal of the 
tip of the Monico site which at present 
projects into the Road realign 
ments on the new 
island will also help. 

The committee’s report adds: ‘We 
have discussed the problem with Sir 
William. It has not been possible in the 
time and with the limited information 
available to work out the financial impli 
cations of Sir William Holford’s scheme, 
nor has it been possible to ascertain what 
contribution could be expected from the 
Minister of Transport and the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government. The 
stage has now been reached when the 
whole problem of the traffic and civic 
design aspects of the layout should be 
discussed urgently with the two Minis 
tries jointly before any final decisions can 
be taken.’

Engineers to Drop Merger Talks 


THE Institution of Municipal Engineers, 
which has about 6,000 members in the 
British Isles, is to discontinue negotia- 
tions for a merger with the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, which had already voted 
in favour of amalgamation. 

The latest poll of the municipal 
engineers, voting by personal attendance 
at 28 centres in Britain and Ireland, 
showed 1,342 votes in favour of amalga- 
mation and 1,020 against. Just under 40 
per cent of the members voted. The vote 
in favour was 56.8 per cent, but a special 
general meeting held earlier at Brighton 
had decided that two-thirds of those 
voting must be in favour if the project 
were to go ahead. An earlier postal vote, 
including overseas members, had shown 
62 per cent in favour, with 84 per cent 
of the world membership voting.

Italian Bronzes at the V & A 


AN EXHIBITION of Italian bronze statuettes 
will open at the Victoria and Albert 


Museum on July 27, and will remain open 
until October 1. The exhibition has 
been organised jointly with the Italian 
Ministry of Public Instruction, the Rijks- 
museum, Amsterdam, and the Arts Coun- 
cil, and includes major loans from Italian 
public and private collections, from Dutch 
Museums, the Kunsthistorisches Museums, 
Vienna, the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford, 
and the Louvre. Many of the most 
famous smal! bronzes in the world will for 
the first time be shown together. 


Singapore Improvement Trust 


THE REPORT Of the Singapore Improve- 
ment Trust for 1959, now issued, con- 
tains a note on the future of the Trust 
now that it has been replaced, as a result 
of legislative action, with a Housing 
Development Board. The object of the 
new Board is to concentrate on the erec- 
tion of public housing and, in conjunction 
with a Planning Authority, to provide for 
the planning and improvement of 
Singapore. 

The production of houses by the new 
Board, it is stated, could not be as great in 
its first year as the Trust achieved in 1958 
because the restriction in the letting of 
new contracts in 1959 would result 
in 1960 completions being low, At the 
end of 1959 a total of 1,152 units were 
under construction. It was expected, 
however, that the new Board would en- 
sure that building operations in 1960 
were appreciably increased and that a 
continued and increasing programme of 
public housing development was carried 
on in subsequent years. 

The report contains an _ interesting 
account of the work of the Trust together 
with a number of illustrations of housing 
and other schemes for which it was 
responsible. It is issued by the Housing 
and Development Board, Princess House, 
Queenstown, Alexandra-rd., Singapore 3. 


ACOUSTIC CANOPY, 
BATH ABBEY.—To pre- 
vent the sound of the 
music being unduly 
dispersed in the lofty 
ceiling of Bath Abbey, 
this acoustic canopy, 
constructed of Douglas 
fir plywood, was erected 
for the recent 1961 
Bath Festival. Painted 
in deep red and blue, 
the canopy measures 
about 20 ft. sq. and is 
supported on two 
columns, also of Doug 
las fir. The plywood 
columns obviate the 
need for fastenings in 
the masonry. Besides 
its lightness, the mate- 
rial was chosen because 
of the resonant quality 
of fir plywood, plus its 
ease of fabrication and 
erection. The acous- 
tical consultant was 
Hugh Creighton, 
ARIBA, in collabora- 
tion with the TDA. 
The canopy was built 
by J. Long & Sons 
(Bath) Ltd.

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IUA Conclusions 
Report on Sixth Congress 


LAST WEEK, Mr. J. M. Richards, CBE, 
ARIBA, gave a report on the conclusions 
reached by the sixth Congress of the 
IUA, at a meeting in the headquarters 
building. Sir William Holford, PRIBA, 
took the chair during the report and dis 
cussion. 

MR, RICHARDS summarised the Con 
gress discussions under six aspects: (1) 
the problem of the architect using ready- 
made standard componets and the danger 
of his becoming an expert in packaging, 
which would not bring good architec- 
ture; (2) determining the size of a com- 
ponent, achieving standardisation of 
form and dimension, could not be arbi- 
trarily imposed; the solution was linked 
with the whole complex of industrial and 
economic processes; (3) the contradiction 
existing in the use of a material lending 
itself to industrial quantity production 
but which requires craft labour to 
achieve the desirable standard of finish, 
as evidenced by reinforced concrete work 
and the subsequent application of sand- 
blasting or tooled finishes; (4) should 
architecture be the incidental result of 
new technique and materials, or can 
science create these materials as needed 
by the architect's specification?; (5) the 
architect must accept the role of indus 
trial designer in order to have control 
over the components which go to make 
up a building, otherwise he will be re- 
duced to the status of an assembler; (6) 
the marriage of architecture to industrial 
production requires full co-operation 
between architect, manufacturer and con- 
tractor. 


Points from Discussion 

Points from the discussion: Architect: 
who is to start the process of standardis- 
ing? Engineer: prefabrication and com 
ponents are already with us. MR. MARK 
HARTLAND THOMAS: most parts of a build 
ing are specials; standardisation is not 
here yet, until the 4 in. module arrives. 
Architect: components have to be pro- 
duced continuously without variations; 
in this context the architect doesn’t exist. 
Contractor: don't industrialise the archi- 
tect or he will lose his fineness of mind. 
Architect: * industrialised-architects ’ 
are required, designing components in 
industry but retaining their ARIBA. Mr. 
J. F. CRITTALL, managing director The 
Crittall Manufacturing Co. Ltd.: architect- 
collaboration should begin at the early 
stage with the manufacturer. Manufac- 
turer: the ignorance of the client is the 
stumbling block: we have to educate the 
user towards the social consciousness 
existing in Switzerland. Plastics man- 
facturer: in the motor industry, capital, 
design and manufacture are one integral 
organisation, and technica] advances are 
directly profitable; in building there is 
separation of design and construction so 
that financial benefits are nil during the 
development of new techniques.
